When our great grandfathers lived 
they did 'c t have such means to edu­ 
cate themselves as we do. The schools 
they went to were surrounded by 
trees. They did not have school yards 
as we have now. The trees grew with­ 
in a few feet of the schoolhouse. The 
house was usually made of heavy, 
rough logs. Not all the houses had 


wind ow s. The windows they had were 
small and high up from the floor, so 
that not much light entered the crude 
building.
